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(e) Denial of license renewal. The FAA
informs a licensee, in writing, if the li-
censee’s application for renewal has
been denied and states the reasons for
denial. A licensee whose application for
renewal is denied may follow the proce-
dures set forth in section 413.21 of this
part.
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Subpart A—General

§415.1 Scope.

This part prescribes requirements for
obtaining a launch license and post-li-
censing requirements with which a li-
censee shall comply to remain licensed.
Requirements for preparing a license
application are contained in part 413 of
this subchapter.

§415.3 Types of launch licenses.

(a) Launch-specific license. A launch-
specific license authorizes a licensee to
conduct one or more launches, having
the same launch parameters, of one
type of launch vehicle from one launch
site. The license identifies, by name or
mission, each launch authorized under
the license. A licensee’s authorization
to launch terminates upon completion
of all launches authorized by the li-
cense or the expiration date stated in
the license, whichever occurs first.

(b) Launch operator license. A launch
operator license authorizes a licensee
to conduct launches from one launch
site, within a range of launch param-
eters, of launch vehicles from the same
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
